This latter will be held at the Waldorf 
Astoria, and is to be the most elaborate function of the 
meeting. The following days are taken up by visita to 
manufacturing plants in and around New York; for the 
evening various entertainments have been arranged. A 
steamer excursion up the Hudson River ts planned for 
Sunday, Sept. 11. The visiting ladies will be specially 
entertained. 

Following the New York meeting is a trip to St. Louls, 
roughly, on the following schedule: Leaving New York 
on the morning of Sept. 12, the day is spent in Philadel- 
phia, from where the party goes by night train to Wash- 
ington and spends Sept. 13 and 14 In that city.

COLUMBIA UNIVERSITY.—Mrs. James W. Gerard, of 
New York, the daughter of Marcus Daly, has established 
in his memory the Marcus Daly Scholarship in the 
School of Mines of Columbia University.

LEHIGH UNIVERSITY.—The summer terms of the en- 
gineering departments, a dist{nct feature of the course at 
Lehigh University, are now in active operation, with a 
total attendance in the various classes of 2%. 

The students of mechanical engineering have summer 
instruction for four weeks in June and July for three 
years of their course, and the students of civil engineer- 
ing for two years. The former are now engaged in in- 
spection and testing of machinery, both steam and elec- 
tric, and the latter in field and topographical surveying.
